RESOLUTION 

No. 194(2) /97-FC-A/CS.—The Food Corporation of 
India, functioning as the nodal agency of the Cent¬ 
ral Government in the Department of Food and Civil 
Supplies for the purpose of execution of food policies 
of the Government, is required to undertake func¬ 
tions like purchase, storage, movement, transport dis¬ 
tribution and saLe of foodgrains and other food stuffs on 
behalf of the Central Government. Prior to' 1975, the 
Corporation used to ' deliver foodgrains to .various State 
'Governments and their agencies for distribution through 
PDS and for other welfare schemes on credit basis, ft 
had also been undertaking wholesale distribution operations 
on behalf of some of the State Governments like. West 
Bengal and Kerala. As a result of these activities and 
functions, certain financial transactions took place between 
thb Food Corporation of India and the State Oovernments/ 
"State agencies. In the' process, some claims and counter 
claims between the Food Corporation of India and the 
State Governments/State agencies have remained unresolv¬ 
ed fill date. 

2 . In consideration of the time lag in settlement of these 
claims and with a view to expeditmg settlement of these 
claims and counter claims, the Government of India have 
decided to constitute with immediate effect a Standing Com¬ 
mittee comprising the following with the terms of reference 
mentioned, in the succeeding para :— 

CHAIRMAN 

1, Addl. Secretary & Financial Advise). 

Ministry of Food & Consumer Affairs. 

MEMBERS 

2 , Managing Director. FCI - 

3. Joint Secretary (Policy) 

Depth of Food & Civil Supplies. 

4, Director (Finapce), 

Ministry'of Food ^’Consumer Affairs. 

5. Secretary (Food) of the concerned 

State Government. 

MEMBER-SECRETARY 

6. Director/Deputy Secretary (FCI), 

Deptt. of Food & Civil Supplies. 

Managing Director, Food Corporation of India and the 
Secretary (Food) of the concerned Stat«_ may also co-opt 
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where-ever necessary any other officer(s) of the Food Ct>r 
poration of India and the State Government/State agencies 
respectively for participating in the delihora 1 ions of the Cos* 
mittec or assisting the Committee in performing its task. 

3. The terms Of the reference) of the Committee will be m 
follows . 

(i) To collect and shift data /documents relating to any 
unsettled' claims of the Corporation and counter 
claims of the State Governments and their agencie* 
relating to food transactions and make recommen¬ 
dations about the amount payable by the concerned 
agency/authority as noon as possible /feasible so that 
the old outstanding claims and counter claims art 
settled amicably without further delay. 

(ii) To look int 0 any other matter incidental to or con¬ 
nected with the work of the Committee whether 
referred to it by either of the parties or not awfl 
making recommendations with regard thereto. 

4. Thq recommendations of the Committee shall be binding 
On all parties and will be complied with within a period eff 
one month thereof by concerned party(s). 

5. The Committee shall meet at least once a month and 
ako shall submit monthly reports to the Secretary, Food and 
Civil Supplies with a copy each to the Chairman, Food Coi- 
poration of India and Chief Secretary of the concerned S*a'ti 
Government highlighting its achievements during the period 
under report, 

6. Secretarial assistance to the Committee shall be provided 
by th c FCI. If the committee meets at a place where FCI 
does not have its office, similar assistance will be provided by 
the State Government concerned, 

7. Expenditure on account of TA/DA of the Chainaah 
and other Members of the Committee belonging to the CenE 
ral Government/FCI will be borne by the FCI and in respect 
of Members /Officers belonging to thc State Government#/, 
their agencies by the State Governments/their agencies. 

ORDER 

Order that a copy of the tewolution be communicated to :—• 

The Food Corpora*ion of India, Governments of all State#/ 
Union -Territories (Administration) and all the Members ol 
the Committee including its Chairman. 

Ordered also that the resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India for general information.
